Washington, June 18.—Weakened 
by a long series of bronchial attacks, 
Senator Robert M. La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, died angina pectoris at 
1:21 p. m. Thu y. 
| He had been afflicted with heart at- 
tacks for 10 years. An attack of in- 
fiuenza in Europe two years ago, 
pneumonia and recurrences of bron- 
chitis several times since, with the 
added strain of a two months’ speak- 
ing trip during his presidential .cam- 
paign last fall, finally wore him out. 
In a bitter political career that be- 
gan when Coolid-e was eight years 
old, he had never admitted final de- 
feat. But two weeks ago he knew e 
foe who never loses.was at.him. He 
was lying in bed with a bronchial at- 
tack and heard several children play- 
ing undef his window. 
Dying, He Philosophizes. 
“A life is a wonderful thing,” he 
Said to his younger daughter, Mary. 
“I'd like to begin it all over again. 


But I think I have earned a long-| 


needed vacation.” 

Tuesday night he knew this rest 
Was near. 

“I am at peace with all the world, 
but there is a lot of work I could 
still do,” he said to his son, Robert, 
Jr., who has been his senate secre- 
tary and political manager for sey- 
eral years. 

Then he let fall a wondering re- 
mark that showed the scars left by 
the abuse he had borne all through 
his 45 years in public life.

Families of four of six firemen 
killed May 6 when the large ware- 
house of the Jass Manufacturing com- 
pany, at 321 Decatur street, was 
burned to the ground, Thursday filed 
suits in Fulton superior court for 
a total of $400,000 damages. Each 
}ef the complainants asked $100,000. 
Attorneys Hill & Adams filed all the 
petitions. 

Mrs. R. L. Dennard, widow of Cap- 
tain R. L. Dennard, who lost his life 
when the second floor of the build- 
lrig crashed through, pinning the six 
firemen beneath it, asked $100,000 
in a suit in which she joined the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking com- 
pany, the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad company and the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad company, as 
lessees of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking company, and the Atlanta 
Joint terminal as defendants. 

The petition alleged that the de- 
fendants between 1 and 3 o'clock on 
the morning of May 6 were engaged 
in switching freight cars, and that ia 
so doing sparks from the engine set 
fire to the warehouse in which the 
firemen met their death.

HE ASKED $250,000

Chicago, June 18.—Testimony de- 
pended upon to prove that the death 
from typhoid fever of William Nelson 
McClintock, the “millionaire orphan,” 
was caused by criminal means was ad- 
duced by the prosecution today as its 
last step in the murder trial of Wil- 
liam Darling Shepherd, the youth’s 
foster-father. 

Charles C. Faiman, guarded in a 
downtown hotel for months by state’s 
attorney's detectives while he awa.ted 
a call to the witness stand to prove 
“a corpus delicti,” “the body of the 
crime,’ never faltered in his accusa- 
tion of Shepherd, and with his testi- 
mony in, Prosecutor Robert E. Crowe 
announced the state’s case was ended. 

Called as a witness by the court 
after Prosecutor Crowe, in an elev- 
entli-hour move até” Yesterday, -an- 
nounced he could not sponsor him be- 
cause he could not vouch for his testi- 
mony. Faiman never gave the state 
cause for a moment’s worry, as he

left Kings Bay at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon of May 21 with 
load approximating three tons 
by way of Amsterdam Island. 
pAt Sydagt we encountered fog 
yabove which we rose to the 
height of 3,100 feet in order 
to navigate. During the next 
two hours the planes flew like 
bullets through the fog which 
lasted until 8 o’clock. ae 
After 8 o’clock and for the 
remainder of the journey the 
conditions of the visibility were 


excellent. An observation at 
10 o’clock showed that we 
were too far to the west, prob- 
ably due to northeast winds 


above the fog, which prevented 
us from\ positively . observing 
the deviation. We laid our 
course further east until 1 
o’clock in the morning of May 
22, when half of our gasoline 
was exhausted, and it became 
necessary to attempt a descent 
in order to secure definite bear- 
ings with a view to our further 
movements. We were then 
above a large lane in the ice, 
the first of this size which we 
had encountered... We then 


flew lower and observed the 
Surrounding ice, to discover 
whether there was block ice on 
the lane. 

Not once during the trip had 
we seen a suitable landing: 
place among the jagged ice of 
the polar car. Neither -was 
there one here, so we descend- 
ed to the water in the broad ice 
lane. Our fears regarding the 
descent were not groundless, it 
proved: Immediately after 
landing on the water the N-25

While flying 
northward we had observed an 
became foOcked between two 
masses of ice while we were 
trying to get our airplanes 
clear. In a short time the 
whole ice lane froze tizht, grip- 
ping the N-24, also. Observa- 
tions during the night disclosed 
our position as 87 degrees and 
44 minutes north latitude and 
10 degrees and 20 minutes west 
longitude, so that the distance 
covered in our eight-hour-flight 
was exactly 1,000 kilometers. 
As our average speed was 150 
kilometers per hour, this meant 
that a head wind had put us 
back 200 kilometers. We took 
two soundings at our landing 
place and found a depth of 
3,750 meters.

Few Smiles In His Politics. 

Unlike former Vice President Tom 
Marshall, who has just died, La Fol- 
lette found few smiles in politics. For 
him it was the bitterest warfare. He! 
did not fight for sheer love of adven-| 
ture like his great contemporary rebel, 
Roosevelt. La Follette fought because 
of intense conviction and he suffered 
all the more from the bruises. His 
seared face showed the marks as 
definitely as a boxers cauliflower 
ears. 

When a Wisconsin boss tried to 
bribe him to use personal influence 
with his brother-in-law,’ who wcs a 
judge in graft cases, La Follette ex- 
posed the boss and suffered the first 
of many waves of terrific denuncia- 
tion which were to roll over him 
through his life. 

“That changed my whole life,” he 
said later. “No one can ever know 
what I suffered.” 

Always Fought Machine. 

He fought the machine in congress 
and as governor. When he entered the 
senate, he felt the ostracism. 

“I was again alone,”. he said. 


“When I entered the cloakroom,, men 
turned their backs upon me and con- 
versation ceased. They did not know 
that iron had been driven into me 
years before.” 


None of this compared with the 
indignation and ostracism he suffered 
during the war, however. Old friends 
refused to speak to him. When he 
appeared on the senate floor, he was 
denounced by his colleagues. Senator 
Boies Penrose saved him from being 
expelled from the. senate because his 
vote was needed in the tight squeeze 
to beat the Versailles treaty and the 
League of Nations. But he was only 
tolerated and sat alone day after day 
in his aisle seat on the first row. 

Pathetic Humility In Contacts. 

Strangely, his skin never thickened 
under this treatment and always 
there was a pathetic humility in his 
personal contacts, contrasting with the 
fighter he was on the publi¢ stage. 

He had little oddities like the ° ‘half- 
and-half” felt and straw hat, and the 
hot weather trick vest with neither 
front nor back, which consisted of 
pockets suspended at his sides to hold 
pencils and spectacles. 

His lonely political role threw him 
largely upon his own family for co 
panionship, and here is an idyllic 
chapter in a grim story.

Though 
showing the signs of strain, it 
was lugged practically undam- 
aged out of the pack ice to a 
starting place which we had 
levelled some distance away. 

Our many trials and tribula- 
tions in this period of tremen- 
dous effort will be told in sub- 
sequent articles. 

On June 14 cracks suddenly 
opened in the ice under our 
feet, threatening to remove a 
third of the work which we had 
done in levelling a starting 
place along the frozen surface. 

In view ofthis serious possi- 
bility, we decided on the morn- 
ing of June 15 to make starting 
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‘lengthen the cleared area. 


equipment, keeping only a 
the smallest possible quantity 
of gasoline to proceed south- 
ward to our base, : 

As there was no improve- 
ment in the weather on June 
16, we made our plane secure 
to the land ice on the edge of 
this bay and the members of 
the expedition left aboard the 
Sjoeliv for Kings Bay, a dis- 
tance of about 130 niles by 
Ea 

Our plane was to reach our 
base at Kings Bay as soon as 
possible, get gasoline and send 
it back so that the plane could 
be flown overland to base. 

The start was successful. 

We arrived in Kings Bay at 
{1 o’clock on the morning of 
June 18. During our flights, 
both up and back, four Goerz 
solar compasses were of essen- 
tial importance and operated 
with entire satisfaction. 


Solar Compasses Used. 

This is probably the first 
time that solar compasses have 
been used in the Arctic and cer- 
tainly the first time they have 
been used for aerial navigation 
in this part of the world. 

Other types of airplanescould 
not have withstood the strain 
which our Dornierwals met suc- 
cessfully. Their peculiar con- 
struction, unlike any other type, 
fitted them partiSularly for our 
requirements. The Rolls-Royce 
engines won our complete con- 
fidence during the first hour of 
their operation, and not once 
during the later flight—when 
we knew there was no possibil- 
ity of making a successful emer- 
gency landing—did we feel the 
slightest anxiety on this score. 
The engines always started in- 
stantaneously, particularly at 
times when immediate actior

From the very first, when it be- 
came evident that something had hap- 
pened to delay the return of the ex- 
pedition, Amundsen’s fellow country- 
men and scientists who are conversant 
with Arctic conditions have refused 
to be down-hearted. They have in- 


sisted that Amundsen’s fortitude, his 
resourceful knowledge of the pole 
regions, and the courage of his com- 
panions would bring them all back 
safely. 

Dispatches received here from’ the 
operating base at Spitzbergen say the 
polar expedition did not land at 
Spitzbergen, but took to the water in 
Kings Bay and was picked up either 
by a government patrol boat or a 
fishing smack and conveyed to 
shore. Amundsen’s first act was to 
dispatch word of his safe arrival to, 
the North American Newspaper alli- 
ance, and within a few minutes word 
of the return from the frozen wastes 
was being flashed all over the world. 

Amundsen Tells of Flight. 

Amundsen’s description of his 
epoch-making flight tells of the diffi- 
culty in finding a suitable landing 
place for the two planes, in which 
the expedition started, and the final 
landing in a lane of clear water. Ob- 
servations disclosed that a distance 
of about 100 miles still separated the 
party f the pole, and soundings 
showed no indication of an Arctic 
continent. This was the same deduc- 
tion made by Commander Peary when 
he journeyed to the pole. During the 
time these observations were being 
made, the explorer reported, the first 
plane to land became jammed between 
ice fields and could not be moved. 
Then while efforts were bent to- 
wards releasing the first plane, ice 
formed around the second, amd the 
explorers were faced with the alarm- 
ing possibility that neither plane 
would be available unless fast meas- 
ures were taken. Ice began to crack 
around the ships as preparations were 
made for the getaway, and this re- 
duced the running space necessary be- 
fore the plane could get up sufficient 
momentum to take the air. ' 

Return in One Plane.

Feared for Safety. 

As the days and weeks passed, fol- 
lowing the departure of the Amund- 
sen expedition from Spitzbergen, and 
no word whatever was received of the 
party, the feeling grew among men 
familiar with Arctic conditions that 
Amundsen’s return. to Spitzbergen 


was extremely unlikely. While con- 
fidence was expressed in exploratior 
circles that the Norwegian and his 
companions would ultimately emerge 
safely, it was generally thought their 
airplanes had been either damaged or 
destroyed and that they probabiy 
would have to make their way out of 
the Arctic over the ice, probably to 
Cape Columbia, about 500 miles from 
the pole. 

The expedition had an emergency 
outfit, complete with the most minute 
details, for a return by lind, includ- 
ing a detailed map of the proposed 
route to Cape Columbia and thence 
southward with all the food and fuel 
stations marked. 


MACMIF ~Az “LIGH? 
AMUNDSEN PARTY IS SAFE 
Wiscasset, Maine, June 18.—The 
safe return of Raold Amundsen and 
his party to Spitzbergen from their 
polar flight has cleared the wa; for 
the carrying out of the Donald B. 
MaeMillan Arctic expedition as orig- 
inally planned, MacMillan declared in 
a statement issued here late Thurs- 
day. 
MacMillan’s statement follows: 
“‘Heartiest congratulations to 
Amundsen. Every man of our party 
now feels that we can go on and 
«arry out the plans for the expedi- 
‘tion, without feeling we have not 
done our duty to our fellow explorers. 
“We had confidence that Amundsen 
would win out and always felt there 


should be no anxiety until his food 
was gone. We are all very happy 
that he has won out. Our plans now 
revert to our original purpose of ex- 
ploring and studying regions hitherto 
unseen by man. 

“We. have felt that ‘the American 
people demanded a change in our 
plans so that we could try to rescue 
Amundsen. We will now establish 
our advance base at Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, instead of Cape Columbia 
or Fort Conger.” 

Hurries Back to Ship. 

Commander MacMillan heard the 
,; news while he was at Brunswick, just 
before he addressed the students and 
alumni of Bowdoin college, his alma 
mater. After his address, he hurried 
back to Wiscasset, again to supervise 
storing of supplied aboard his two 
ships. Later he went to Freeport to 
the home of his sister, Mrs. W. C.

In this he succeeded, and by 
1903 the Gjoa had sailed around the 
northern end of the North American 
continent from east to west, reaching 
King Williams land, where she re- 
mained frozen in for two years. 

During this period Amundsen or- 
ganized a sledging expedition to the 
magnetic north pole, which accom- 
plished its purpose and charted the 
coast of Victoria land. 

Plans Last Expedition.

G. 0. P. Moving Slowly. 


The republicans are at work in their 
business-like, rather slow-moving way. 
But the democrats actually sparkle. 
They have the mood and spirit that 
generates slogans, inspires numerous 
ways of attacks and makes the fight 
seem a fight. They manage to achieve 
this in spite of handicaps about which, 
when they talk of them seriously, they 
complain bitterly. They say, and ob- 
viously this is true, that the present 
leader of the republican party, being 
in the white house, can have every 
word he says go before the whole coun- 
try. That, of course, is the advantage 
of position that goes with whatever 
party is in the white house. The dem- 
ocrats claim, however, that their case 
is worse than merely that. They com- 
plain that the speeches and state- 
ments of their leaders are not widely 
printed. More broadly, they claim 
that the magazines and periodicals 
of national circulation are prevailingly 
republican or, at least, unsympha- 
thetic to the democrats and the dem- 
ocrats present issues. 

As a specific example of their limi- 
tations of publicity, the democrats say 
that in the entire state of California 
there is only one out-and-out demo- 
cratic paper. Yet in the same breath 
they make the most confident claim 
that they can carry the California sen- 
atorial contest next year and elect ex- 
Senator Phelan who they will run over 
the present republican, Senator Short- 
ridge. ‘The democrats have an in- 
genious plan of cumpaign. They ac- 
cept it as a fact that Coolidge is pop- 
ular throughout the country and that 
attacks on him would be injudicious. 
They apprehend also that republican 
congressmen and senators up for re- 
election, will seek to run, as the dem- 
ocrats put it, “under the skirts of 
Coolidge.” Assuming this, the-dem- 
ocrats expect to prove that many of 
the republican senators and congress- 
nen who are earnest upholders of 
Coolidge when they are running for 


election are decidedly less earnest in} 


upholding Coclidge when they . are 
securely in office. 
To Talk All Seandals. 


The democrats are going painstak- 
ingly over all those senatorial roll- 
calls in which economy was the issue, 
in which President Coolidge was on 
the side of economy, but on which 
the bulk of republican senators voted 
against him. Undoubtedly there is 
ample material for this ingenious kind 
of democratic ammunition in the votes 
on the soldiers’ bonus, the passing of 
the bonus over Coolidge’s veto; the 
pension bill and the postal pay bill. 

Another ingenious line of © demo- 
cratic attack has the same outline. 
The democrats are going to piously 
assume that Coolidge believes the way 
they do about the oil scandals. They 
are going to cite the activities of Cool- 
idge’s special prosecutors in pushing 
the oil suits. They will quote what 
these prosecutors have said and what 
Coolidge himself has said in condem- 
nation of the oil scandals. Most of 
all, they will make an immensely dis- 
seminated campaign document out of 
the decision of the federal court in 
favor of the government in the Doheny 
oil lease. All this the democrats will 
do with the half-humorous, half-pious 
air of approving the republican pres- 
ident. ‘Then they will turn to:a cer- 
tain roll-call in the senate, recalling 
the occasion when some short-sighted 
republicans brought in a minority re- 
port to the effect that the oil leases 
were wise and virtuous, pressed that 
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record. 
Several Backed Minerity. 

Quite a few republican senato 
voted to the effect that there was no 
seandal in the oil leases. Some of 
these will come up for relection next 
year.

They argue that if Coolidge were 
merely seeking rest and consulted his 
personal taste, he would go to Ver-' 
mont. His reason for going to Massu- 
chusetts, they infer, is a wish to 
build prestige for his friend, Senator 
William M, Butler, who comes up for 
reelection next year. That may be a 
rather daring adventure into surmise 
about a man’s motives. The residium 
of certain fact in it is that Senator 
Butler is among the republican sena- 
tors who come up for reclection next 
year. Undoubtedly it would be a 
blow to the republicans if Coolidge’s 
own state should elect a democrat 
in place of Coolidge’s friend. The 
democrats expect their candidate to be 
ex-Senator David I. Walsh. Walsh 
admittedly is one of the strongest 
vote-getters in Massachusetts.

THE FLORIDA LEGISLATURE 

The Florida legislature has ad- 
journed, and, contrary to the fore- 
casts of many critics who professed 
to see in the 1923 constitutional 


) inhibition against an income tax an 
open door to all kinds of wild and 


discriminatory tax legislation, no 
new tax laws of any kind were 
passed, nor was the open invitation 
to investment capital tampered with 
by the radical and restless elements 
that “trode prettily’’ during the Sid- 
ney Catts regime. 

On the contrary, while many ex- 
treme measures were pressed, some 
of them designed to frighten out- 
Side capital away from the state, 
and to “save Florida for Floridians” 
—a catch-penny phrase of: political 
demagogy —the business element 
|in the legislature succeeded in mak- 
ing even more appealing the invi- 
tations to capital, this being espe- 
cially reflected in the liberalization 
of the incorporation laws, placing 
the same on a par with Delaware. 

The Wall Street Journal is a close 
student of economic state legisla- 
tion, and in reviewing the work of 
the Florida assembly it says: 


“The legislature of Florida has ad- 
journed. The tax critics of Florida 
have been disappointed. One year ago 
the cynics in every part of the coun- 
try, including profound authorities on 
economics, predicted that the consti- 
tutional prohibition of state income 
and inheritance taxes in Florida 
would result in excessive taxation in 
other forms. Not a single-new form 
of taxation has been created. 

“The legislature did not even go so 
far as to exercise its constitutional 
right to impose a tax not to exceed 
five mills on intangibles, 

“The growing wealth of Flonida 
converted many old-timers into digni- 
fied conservatives. Their ‘pe@pul’ back 
home, busy accumulating eash from 
the sale of lands, passed a word down 
the line to leave taxation alone and 
wealth proved a civilizer. 

“With the banks bulging with cash 
and every farmer prosperous, the rep- 
resentatives of Florida did nothing to 
disturb the financial progress of the 
State. Quite to the contrary, they 
made another bid for wealth when 
they slashed their incorporation laws 
down to a par with the state of Dela- 
ware. This now makes Florida the 
most attractive state in the union for 
incorporation, as Delaware has state 
income, inheritance and annual cor- 
poration franchise taxes, from all of 
which Florida corporations will be 
free,” 


For the first time in many years 
the legislature not only left utili- 
ties alone, but the railroads were 
favored by a legal grant to issue 
preferred stock—intended primarily 
to encourage intra-state Yfailroad 
construction. 

It has long been a legislative 
tom in Florida, as in Georgia 
other southern states, to make pri- 
vately owned public service cor- 
porations the footballs of selfish po- 
litical interests, using them as in- 
Struments with which to appeal to 
the prejudices and passions and in- 
tolerance of the masses, who have 
been too easily led by designing 
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politicians. But more constructive 
thought and action has displaced 
this sentiment in Florida, as also in 
North Carolina. The unmistakably 
correct position of being at least 
fair to corporate interests that de- 
velop, and produce and employ la- 
bor and otherwise build communi- 
ties has fastened itself in every pro- 
gressive state. It needs to get a 
stronger foothold in Georgia.

‘We will sell to none; we will deny 
to none; we will delay to none, right 
and justice,’ and we must make as 
many courts as are necessary to carry 
out those grand utterances!”

Inferior Federal Courts. 


Buckner is sensible in asking for 
federal inferior courts empowered to 
try petty offenses and misdemeanors 
on information. rather than _ indict- 
ment and without a jury. 

The supreme court has held that 
article V of the amendments requires 
presentment or indictment by a 
grand jury only in “a capital or other 
infamous erime.” If the charge does 
not embody a felon: and infamous 
punishment it can be tried “in such 
inferior courts as the congress may 
from time to time ordain and estab- 
lish” under article IIl, section 1, of 
the constitution proper, 

Now the district courts are loaded 
to the guards with misdemeanor 
cases and are impeded in prompt ac- 
tions by the wholly mistaken prac- 
tice of allowing every such case the 
right of decision by a petty jury. 

No Denial of Right. 

By giving jurisdiction in such cases 
to a United States court commis- 
sioner, who is in continuous session, 
so to speak, and empowering him to 
impose the penalty at once, there will 
be given instant relief to the higher 
courts and a great fear of God and 
the law put into the hearts of the 
lawless elements. The guaranties of 
jury trial are to those presented or 
indicted for “crimes” which are dis- 
tinguished from “criminal offenses.” 
The supreme court, in Schick v. 
United States, 195 U. S., 65, 70, de- 
cided that the guaranty is not avail- 
able to petty offenders, whose acts 
are mala prohibita only, and punish- 
able by light fines, etc. ies. 

So it seems to be perfectly compe- 
tent for congress to legislate as Mr, 
Buckner advises. 

Many Federal Offenses. 


It is both useless and nonsensical 
to yawp about the multiplication of 
federal cases on the criminal calen- 
dars of the national courts. 

Shall we repeal the law against 
counterfeiting?

WHEW BUT IVS HARMLESS. 

Experienced physicians with high- 
ly trained senses can feel, see, hear 
or smell things which are scarcely 
appreciated by or appreciable to oth- 
es. 4 have known good doctors who 
staked a diagnosis of typhoid fever 
in a doubtful case upon the peculiar 
odor, notably smallpox. But this 
characteristic odor in itself is abso- 
lutely harmless in every instance, 
whether it is particularly disagree- 
able or offensive or not. Even the 
odor of sanctity is a poor criterion. 
Some folks associate certain odors 
with cleanliness, but this is purely an 
association of ideas and there is no 
specific odor which signifies either 
esthetic or hygiene (sanitary) clean- 
liness. The perfumes used by women 
sometimes suggest to those who know 
the origin and significance of certain 
scents, anything but pleasant 
thoughts. This whole question of 
odors is merely psychological and has 
practically no importance in  hysi- 
ology or hygiene. I for instance find 
nothing offensive in the atmosphere 
of the operating room, the dissecting 
room or other -places where no doubt 
various odors occur, but please de- 
liver me from confinement in a room 
where there are carnations polluting 
the air with their ghastly fetor; it 
sickens me, although I recognize per- 
fectly that it is purely an association 
of the carnation odor with unhappy 
events in life. 

The sebum or oil secreted by the 
sebaceous glands is poured out upon 
the surface of the skin through the 
common ducts of sweat and oii glands, 
both. glands emptying in the well of 
the hair follicle, wherever there is a 
hairy or downy covering of the skin 
(that is everywhere except soles and 
palms). ‘The sebum seryes. to keep 
the skin soft, smooth, warm, clear 
and pliable. It is a better cleanser 
than any soap or other artifice. De- 
composition of the sebum when. the 
clothing too effectively shuts out the 
air, probably contributes to the dis- 
agreeable odor associated with that 
fault of hygiene. The exact composi- 
tion of the sebum is undetermined, 
but physiological chemists tell us it 
contains fats and soaps, some choles- 
terin, a kind of casein, remnants of 
epithelial cells, and minute traces of 
the inorganic salts which are present 
in sweat. 

The composition of sweat is like- 
wise difficult to determine exactly 
for it varies considerably in different 
individuals and at different times in 
the same individual, but this is a fair 
representation of the analysis of 
sweat: 

Water, 995.58 parts per thousand; 
ordinary salt, 3. parts per thou- 
sand; potassium chlorid, 0.25 parts 
per thousand; alkaline suplhates, 0.01

JUDGE BRYAN OPPOSES 
NEW AMENDMENT PLAN

Dangers of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment which would take 
from the courts “their present judi- 
ciary power and duty to maintain the 
supremacy of the constitution” were 


ard Bryan, chairman of the Georgia 
citizenship committee of the Ameri- 
can Bar association, in an address be- 


fore the city club at the Piedmont 
hotel. 

The amendment would deny to the 
courts the power effectively to pass 
upon the constitutionality of congres- 
sional legislation, and would give un- 
limited authority to a majority of 
congress, declared Judge Bryan. 

Under the four great American 
principles of the constitution of 1787, 
——the federal form of government, the 
bill of rights contained in the first 
ten amendments, the right and power 
and duty of our judiciary to protect 
private rights not only from oppres- 
sion of majorities but from all sorts 
of infringements, and our republican 
form of government—the country has 
prospered, he said. 

“Our people have been happy and 
to every citizen there has been guar- 
anteed freedom of speech, of thought, 
of religion, of choice, and of action, 
under these principles,” Judge Bryan 
asserted. ‘They are all protected by 
the constitution and the courts. and 
limited only by the duty of each citi- 
zen to respect and observe the rights 
of other citizens. 

“Under our constitution, which is 
a contract between all the people, not 
only are the rights of citizens fixed, 
but there are solemn duties and the 
performance of one is as essential as 
the observance of the other, if our 
government is to endure.” 

Judge Bryan said he has nowhere 
seen the danger so strongly and so 
definitely stated as by United States 
Judge Hugh M. Morris, of Delaware, 
who declared that “It must be con- 
ceded that a constitutional amendment 
making the acts of congress and not 
the constitution the supreme law of 
the land would leave congress in- 
vested with power to conform to or 
disregard at its pleasure the limita- 
tions placed upon it by the constitu- 
tion. Its will and not the constitu- 
tion would control its acts. An 
amendment of the character described 
would be destructive of every basic 
principle of the constitution.”

During thease days of winiess ball games while the Crackers are sub- 
ject to many cutting remarks, both oral and written, we wondered just 
how that little flock of fans out in left field felt towards the team “in

He was interested in these 
cultures and said he would like to 
have them; wanted to’ know what 
they cost. I told him he could get 
them free at the health department 
laboratory.”

“At the health department labora- 
tory where I got these. They were 
marked right on the tubes; and he 
said he would like to have them and 
I told him that he could have them ; 
it didn’t cost me anything and 
could get some more.

He was born in Rockingham ¢oun- 
ty, near Harrisonburg, Va., in 1841, 
where he lived until two years after 
the Civil war, when he moved with 
his family to Georgia. Soon after 
coming to Georgia he married Miss 
Mollie Davis, of Shamp Creek. In 
1888 he moved to Texas where his 
wife died. 

He moved back to Kingston in 1916, 
bought a home and has lived a quiet, 
peaceful life since. 

When quite a young man he e¢ar- 
ried a drove of cattle to Washington 


,j}and found the city crowded with peo- 


ple to attend the first inauguration 
of President Lincoln. He saw Mr. 
Lincoln inaugurated and heard him 
deliver his inaugural address. 

He was a staunch patriot, loved his 


country; a sturdy, upright citizen; a 
kind, generous neighbor who will 
missed in Kingston. 

Mr. Smith had no children. He is 
survived by one brother, Charley 
Smith, of Kingston.

New York, June 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Halted by a four- 


pound shell from a coast guard cut- 


ter, a tug has been held up for two 
days) 75 miles off Sandy Hook to clear 
away wreckage occasioned by the dy- 
namiting of a steamship ‘in the mak- 
ing of a motion picture thriller. 

The Corvallis, a freighter, that 
cost Uncle Sam $800,000 to build, 
was bought for $45,000, loaded with 
seven tons of dynamite, rechristened 
Mandalay, towed to the “Indian 
ocean” and blown up just after the 
heroine, Doris Kenyon, had escaped. 

When the Mary A. Bicknell, the 
tug from which operations were di- 
rected, started back for New York, 
without obeying directions to remove 
debris, the cutter Seneca pursued. 
When a command to stop was not 
heeded a shell across the tug’s bows 
halted her. 

Edward P. Morse, Jr., president of 
the National Drydock corporation, 
which staged the shipwreck for a 
f‘lm company, the captain and three 
photographers, all seasick, were de- 
tained aboard the tug.

MACMILLAN SHIPS 
IN MAINE PORT

Wiscasset, Maine, June 18.—Com- 
mander MacMillan’s ship, the Peary 
arrived at Wiscasset early today after 
a smooth and pleasant sail from Bos- 
ton on the first leg of her journey 
into the Aretic. The Peary was 
docked alongside the schooner Bow- 
doin, the other vessel of the expedi- 
tion. ’ 

A test of radio apparatus was made 
on the trip from Boston and several 
messages, including press dispatches, 
were sent to the shore but bcfore all 
these had been transmitted trouble de- 
veloped in the apparatus. While the 
main set was being repaired, assistant 
Lieutenant Commander Eugene F. 
McDonald, in charge of the expedi- 
tion’s radio equipment, rigged up a 
sending set in one of the three planes 
stored on the Peary’s stern. Some 
messages were moved in this manner. 

Plans were made to broadcast a ra- 
dio entertainment from WPN, but 
owing to the trouble with the equip- 
ment, this was abandoned. Those on 
board did listen, however, to a pro- 
gram broadeast for their benafit by 
WHT, Chicago. . 

The Peary’s holds and decks are 
packed with apparatus and supplies. 
Besides the three navy amphibian 
planes, 5,000 gallons of gasoline are 
stored on the afterdeck along with 500 
gallons of oil and 8,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen for pilot balloons. 

The navy air detail sent to Sec- 
retary Wilbur in Washington a re- 
port expressing their confidence that 
they would be successful in the work 
they are to undertake.

Then the 
market underwent a sharp break and 
selling took on a decidedly aggressive 
character.

Social Weltare 
Work Is Saving 
State Great Sum 


Annie Mae 
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Good social welfare work is an- 
nually saving thousands of dollars to 
the state, according to the annual re- 
port of the state department of pub- 
lic welfare, submitted to Governor 
Clifford Walker on Thursday. 

The report bears the title of “‘Foot- 
prints,” and states that it is the ob- 
jective of the department to secure 
a social worker for every county in 
the state. - 

The report points out the waste- 
fulness and extravagance in cold dol- 
lars and cents of our past social pol- 
icy. “By haphazard doling out relief 
to county pauper lists without accom- 
panying it without constructive sery- 
ice, Georgia has tended to perpetuate 
poverty instead of preventing it, and 
the costs have risen higher and higher 
until now they amount to $500,000 
annually.” The report shows how in 
county after county this mounting fig- 
ure is the price that is being paid for 
having failed to put on trained social 
service. Almshouses have been cost- 
ing counties a quarter of a mibion in 
the past year. With the employment 
of a social worker the average county 
as shown by the department would 
need no almshouse and the total say- 
ing might easily be computed. 

In the children’s work of the state, 
which is supervised by the depart- 
ment, much fine work has been found 
and constantly higher type of work 
being done by institutions and child- 
placing agencies, with a growing spirit 
of cooperation on the part of all. The 
greatest needs as found in the chil- 
dren's field are social werkers in the 
counties. 

Social workers are needed also in 
connection with the institutions and 
on the part of the state adequate ap- 
propriation to the two state training 
schools for delinquents and the state 
training schoo] for the feeble-minded 
at Gracewood. Attention is called to 
the erying need in the state for a col- 
ony in connection with the school for 
the feeble-minded, for the low-type 
mental defective and epileptic cases 
and a state institution for delinquent 
negro girls. 

In the field of delinquency the re- 
port finds that counties have been 
spending hundreds of thousands on 
jails annually and instead of trying 
to decrease the cost by decreasing the 
number for whom they must care in 
the future they have, by permitting 
promiscuous intermingling of men and 
women, adults and children, been mak- 
ing confirmed criminals who will re- 
turn to the jails again to be care for 
and who will return to the courts 
for new and expensive trials.

re The audit ‘shows that J. B. Bereth, 
now serving a term on the chain gang 
for embezzlement, admitted to dis- 
crepancies in the equipment depot 
pay rolls of $2,654.47. 

Several minor discrepancies be- 
tween division accounts and  head- 
quarters accounts are shown which, 
the audit says, should be adjusted, but 
the amount in each case is merely a 
few dollars. 

Recommendation for improvements 
in the system of keeping the gen- 
eral accounts of the department are 
contained in the “general comment,” 
which reads as follows: 

“The activities of the department 
have grown to the extent where it 
appears certain changes should be 
made in the accounting system in 
order to have more complete infor- 
nation available in respect to total 
cost of projects and to consolidate the 
receipt and disbursement of funds. 

- “Under the present system it ‘s 
necessary, where a project extends 


:thighway engineer, 


from one year to another, to consult 
the records for each year concerned 
in order to compile statements of to- 
tal cost of projects. A _ simple 
method of obtaining this information 
without necessitating additional work 
would be to install, in addition to the 
yearly cost ledgers, a project ledger 
containing an account witb each proj- 
ect. To this ledger the yearly costs, 
in required detail, should be posted 
so that the total amount spent on any 
project would be readily available. 

“There should also be installed a 
property ledger to be operated in a 
similar manner to the project ledger, 
in which should be entered the cost 
of all property acquired by the depart- 
ment 

“The total cost of projects and the 
cost of property owned by the depart- 
ment cannot now be obtained from 
the cas without considerable detail 
work. 


Recommendations Made. 


“Receipts and disbursements of 
funds should be consolidated into a 
general cash book jn order to have the 
general books of the department con- 
trol all transactions. After the record 
has been made, in the general cash 
books, the sub-records can be arranged 
to show whatever detail is desired. 

“By adopting these changes the gen- 
eral books will be a complete financial 
record of the year's work and any in- 
formation desired in regard to proj- 
ects can be readily obtained.” 

The report #’so states that, prior to 
December 31, 1924, the property rec- 
ords in the divisions were not kept so 
that an accurate list of property on 
hand at the end of the year could be 
prepared for'them. It is further 
stated, however, that “beginning with 
a physical inventory made as of De- 
cember 31, 1924, a very complete sys- 
tem of property records has been in- 
stalled and the records for 1925 should 
meet all reasonable requirements.” 


The Georgia Highways Magazine, 
a monthly publication issued by the 
department, is not self-supporting, it 
is stated. <A total of $2,133.84 is 
shown as money advanced to this pub- 
lication by the department for oper- 
ating expenses: 


The audit contaitis a list of all bond- 
ed employes of the department and 
the amount of their bonds. 

It also shows that a total of 27 
automobiles are maintained by the de- 
partment for use of general officials 
and office employees, giving the make 
of car and name of official by whom 
it is used in each case.

FREIGHT CAR ROBBER 


SKILLED IN Flatt 


Ivey Baxter, 30, a negro, alieged to 
have been a notorious freight car rob- 
ber, was killed Wednesday night, in 
Lula, Ga., following a gun battle with 
Southern railway Officers ,M. A. 
Brown and. W. Z. Durett, it was 
learned here Thursday. The bandit 
was said to have been apprehended 
as he entered a freight car. When 
the officers appeared he opened fire, 
according to railway officials, and 
was shot to death. 

At a coroner’s inquest held Thurs- 
day, a verdict of justifiable homicide 
was returned, and Officers Brown 
and Durett acquitted. 

Baxter, alias I. V. Johnson, alias 
Bob Johnson, has been identified as 
a negro who served a two-year sen- 
tence in the Atlanta federal peniten- 
tiary, and was releaséd in 1920. Since
